The, Elba City School board 


members heard last week that 
the school system is “financially 
sound.” 

Superintendent Danny Weeks 
summarized the financial report 
in those words, much. to. the 
relief of the five board members, 

The 2005-2006 school year is 
drawing to a close and the cash 
reserves for the Foundation 
Program, General Fund, Child 
Nutrition Program are all at or 
near the recommended §bal- 
ances. The Capital Projects 
fund balance is. where school 
officials wanted it at this time of 
the year. Federal Projects 
accounts are operating as usual 
with reimbursements coming in 
as timely reports are filed. 

The school board approved 
the retirement request of Special 
Education Coordinator Harriette 
Boyd, effective June 30th. Also 
approved for retirement was 
school bus driver Harold Berty. 

The ‘school calendar for: the: 
2006-2007. school year. was 
approved upon the. recommen- 
dation of Weeks. The calendar, 
one of two finalist reviewed by 
a staff committee, has school 

‘beginning on August Ist for 
teachers and on August 7th for 
students. The last day for stu- 
dents will be May 31st, 2007: 
Teachers will have one more 
day, June Jst (Professional 


Development/Jn-Serviee). 


Thanksgiving holidays will 
begin on Monday, November 
20th and last through November 
2Ath, 2006 (a week). 

Christmas holidays will begin 
at the end of the day on Friday, 
December 15th, with students 
returning to class on Thursday, 
January 4th. 

Spring Break will be Monday

The search 
was conducted by officers. from 
the Twelfth Judicial Drug Task 
Force, the Pike County Sheriff's 
Départment and the Troy Police 
Department. 

According to officials, the 
search uncovered approximately 
350. tablets ‘of Ecstasy along

The three were traveling i in a 
1988 Mazda B26 truck: when 
Williams seemingly over cor- 
rected the steering after the tires 
of the truck ran onto the shoul- 
der of the roadway causing’ the 
vehicle to rotate clockwise, The 
vehicle entered ‘a critical yaw, 
began rotating’ counter-clock- 
wise, left the roadway and over- 
turned traveling down’ a deep 
ravine before coming to a rest on 
the driver's side of the vehicle 


‘Up against a tree. Mrs. Williams 


and Jordan were fully ejected 
from the vehicle during the 
course of the accident, Brinley 
was not ejected from the vehicle. 

Realizing the seriousness of 
the accident, Officer Blair said 
Brinley overlooked her own 
injury, a broken ankle, and 
immediately went for help. She 
made her way up the deep ravine 
and to a nearby home to ask for

Bill. Harris, Lee County 
Coroner and President of the 
Alabama Coroners Association, 
announced this week that 
Governor Bob Riley has signed 
into. law new legislation that 
will enhance the office of coro- 
ner throughout the state. 

Hartis said the Alabama 
Coroners Association has been 
pushing the legislation for sev- 
eral years and through the 
efforts of many county coroners 
and Representative Betty Carol 
Graham and Senator Jim 
Preuitt, the legislation passed 
both houses this session, and 
Governor Riley signed, the bill 
into law. 

The new statewide law will 
require minimum requirements 
to be elected coroner including 

age, residency and education 
suibensoaes: It also gives elect- 
ed coroners the power to 
appoint deputy coroners as the 
need arises, as well as giving 
coroners and deputy coroners 
the authority to certify any death 
occurring within the boundaries 
of the state of Alabama provid- 
ing the circumstances surround- 
ing that death originate in the 
coroners county of jurisdiction. 

It defines conflict of interest 
if any coroner or deputy coro- 
ner has an affiliation with any 
funeral home. 

Each and every coroner and 
deputy coroner shall now have 
to maintain a minimum of 12 
hours of continuing education 
each year to stay in office, It 
creates the Alabama Coroners 
Training Commission which 
will oversee, regulate and pro- 
vide education opportunities. 

Harris said, “Though the bill 
does not provide specific fund- 
ing for the education, it does 
provide for county commis- 
sions to. provide funding on a 
county level if they so desire. 
The ‘Alabama Coroners 


Association is committed to 
provide the education opportu- 
nities.

City, State, May 11, 2006 -

National Poison Prevention Week launched: Young children 
remain most vulnerable for unintentional poisonings 


For the past 45 years; 
National Poison. Prevention 
Week has worked to educate and 
inform consumers of the dan- 
gers of unintentional poison- 
ings. ‘These efforts have con- 
tributed to a significant decline 
in injuries and deaths. 

But there are still about 30 
children younger than 5 years 
old who die from unintentional 
poisonings cach year. Most of 
ucts commonly found in the 
home. About 85,000 young chil- 
dren visited U.S. hospital emer- 
gency rooms due to unintention- 
al poisonings in 2004, 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC), the 
National Poison Prevention 
Week Council, and the 
American Association of Poison 
Control) Centers (AAPCC) 
today reported these deaths and 
injuries at a news conference to 
kick off National Poison 
Prevention Week (March 19-25, 
2006). 

“Back in the 1960s, the num-

packaging and other measures 
that protect children from. poi- 
soning hazards.” 

To further reduce the number 
of unintentional poisoning 
deaths and injuries, CPSC rec- 
ommends that the entire family 
do its part. Parents should keep 
items in their original containers 
and leave the original labels on 
the products and read labels 
before use, Grandparents should 
use child-resistant packaging 
and keep all household products 
and medicines locked up, out of 
sight and out of reach of young 
children.

“Proper and safe Storage, use 
and supervision of all household 
products. can substantially 
reduce accidents in the home,” 
said Nancy Bock, Vice 
President of Education at The 
Soap and Detergent Association, 
and chair of the Poison 
Prevention Week. Council. 
“Take away the opportunities 
for accidents to happen and you 
can literally save lives.” 

According to AAPCC, poison 
control centers nationwide 
received about 1.2 million calls 
about poison exposures involv- 
ing children 5' years and 
younger in 2004. Among the 
potentially toxic household 
products referenced in calls to 
the poison contro! centers were: 

Personal care products,

wash containing ethanol,

“ LOVER’S LEAP” A postcard from 1908depicting the Pea River in Elba, Ala was discovered recent- 
ly in a Colorado Springs, Co. antique shop. The scene is from the area of the U.S. Highway 84 bridge, 
looking North to where the river, from the right, and Whitewater Creek, from the left, join forces, In 
1908 the river was spanned in the Highway 84 area by a wooden bridge which lost the battle’ with the 
raging river during a later flood, The “Crooked Bridge” was later erected across Whitewater in the area 
pictured but was permanently removed during the latest levee upgrades. 

The printed line at the top of the postcard described this as “‘Lover’s Leap at the junction of Pea Rivér 
and Whitewater Creek in Elba, Alabama”, 

Amy ‘Driggers, daughter of Mickey: and Donna Driggers, of Elba found the card while browsing 
through the antique store. This is a hobby she learned from her parents who enjoy antique shops but say 
they rarely look at piles of postcards. 

The Driggers were visiting in Colorado Springs with Amy for the anticipated birth of her first child 
and just “happened” to bring the rare find home to Elba with them: 

The card was written by a mother to her daughter‘in Alec City, Alabama. It ‘was postmarked on 
December 21st, 1908. The identify of the mailing post office is unreadable. 

The mother noted the usual “hope you are well” etc. and wrote that she was finishing up her UDC 
papers (United Daughters of the the Confederacy), The names of mother and daughter were not famil- 
iar to the Driggers, who are-Elba natives but the card could have been bought from any card shop that 


just wanted scénic cards to sell.

“Dining for Signs” raises funds for welcome signs

The Elba Chamber _ of 
Commerce hosted “Dining for 
Signs” last Thursday evening, 
May 18, at the Recreation 
Center in Elba, and the large 
crowd was an indication of a 
successful event. 

“It was a great turnout,” said 
Kaye Whitworth, executive 
director of the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce. “Everyone séemed 
to enjoy the event, and there 
were lots of beautiful tables and 
unique ideas.” 

“Dining for Signs” is a fund 
raising event designed to gener- 
ale funds to cover the cost of 
construction of lighted, brick 
welcome signs placed at the 
major entrances into Elba. The 
first “Dining for Signs” event 
sponsored by the chamber in 
2004 allowed for a sign to be 
constructed at the Alabama 
Highway 87 (Troy Highway) 
entrance way. 

During last Thursday 
evening's event, Doris 
Matthews, current president of 
the Elba Chamber of Commerce 
board of directors, said the first 
“Dining for Signs” event not 
only paid for the construction of 
the Hwy. 87 sign, but enough 
funds were raised to leave 
approximately $1,500 in the 
project account. She said com- 
mittee members hoped to raise 
enough funds with last week's 
“Dining for Signs” to pay for 
the construction of a new sign 


along the U.S. Highway 84 E. 
entrance way near National 
Security. 

Approximately 275 people: 
attended the event. which fea- 
tured a catered meal, as well as, 
a live and silent auction, enter- 
tainment by the Elba High 
School FFA Quartet and, of 
course, the individually decorat- 
ed tables.

Perdue said she has spoken 
with District One Commissioner 
Linda Westbrook, officials with 
the. Coffee. County Sheriff's 
Department, the animal control 
officer for the City of Elba and 
Senator Jimmy Holley. 

“I believe Coffee County 
should supply some way of 
helping us,” said Perdue. “My 
problem is that we can’t get any 
help, and I believe we’ should 
have the opportunity: to. get 
some help, with these dogs.” 

Perdue said she spoke with 
the animal control officer for the 
City of Elba, and he was very 
nice. She said he said he would 
help, but he can not come out 
and get the dogs because it. is 
out of the city’s jurisdiction. 
However, she ‘said the control 
officer said they could bring the 
dogs to the Elba pound if some- 
one could catch them, 

Commissioner . Westbrook 
said she and Perdue had dis- 
cussed this problem,,and she 
told her the county doés have 
cages available if the dogs were 
caught. Also, she said the coun- 
ty has an agreement with the 
City of Elba for stray animals to 
be brought to that pound. 

Perdue, however, said unfor- 
tunately not all the dogs can be 
captured, 

When asked, county adminis- 
trator Wilson Mobley said the 
county currently is doing what 
is required by law in regards to 
animal control.

Over the years, Mobley said 
the old. account debt has accu- 
mulated and now is at nearly 
$100,000. In many. cases, he 
said the debtors with these old 
accounts have moved leaving no 
forwarding address:

She said. commissioners have 
been told the county's collection 
rate for solid waste-accounts 1s 
at 93 percent. While this. is 
good, she said the county needs 
everyone to pay. 

Commissioner Tom Grimsley 
said he agrees 2 with 
Commissioner Westbrook: that 
the county needs to be aggres 
sive in collecting debt. ‘He said 
the county will be setting solid 
waste collection service rates 
within the next few months, and 
he does not want the paying cus 
tomers to have to make up the 
difference for those who do not 
pay accordingly, 

Grimsley said the county can 
have lower rates if it has a high- 
er percentage of collection on
